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In the midst of CFUV’s Fundrive, school, band and life in general, I could 
not help thinking back a couple of years to when I was making “‘earth-shak- 
ing’ discoveries and exploring the great big world. 

For a while, I was living in Spain (erase the vision of sun, it was colder there 
than it is here). There, I learned that Spanish Iggy Pop fans knew more of | 
Iggy’s lyrics than I did, and that aside from the Igster’s possessed following, 
many a Spaniard really dug that electro- techno-programmable-monobeat that 
dominates Europe’s mainstream society and many of Victoria’s nightclubs. — 
With the exception of the odd “underground” hangout and the bar in which I 
programmed music, everywhere I went, that Big Beat sound followed me. I’m 
not going to detail the euphoria I gained from this, but I will talk about some- 
thing close to many hearts here at the ‘FUV: Local, Independent Music. 

In many ways we are being dominated more and more by machines in to- 
day’s music industry. Records are becoming obsolete as the CD-wave has 
officially begun to take its toll. Drummers, and musicians of every variety, are 
being replaced, supplemented and, at least a little bit, threatened by drum 
machines, synthesizers and computer programs ofall sorts. 

Although the Victoria music scene is thriving right now due to the efforts of 
countless individuals and organizations (including CFUV), Isometimes wake 
up sweating, wondering how long it will be before my day and my day’s audio 
experiences are determined, packaged and processed by somebody’s main- 
frame computer system. In short, I’m worried that a future concert will be 
redefined as an event at which video images of past musicians are impressed 
upon us to the sound of some guy’s one-touch automated jazz band. 

I could go on forever, but the point is that independent, local, original music 
can thrive in this town, but only with your support. The next time one of your fa- 
vourite bands hits town, show your face. Let it be known that you don’t want 
your choice of entertainment and your reality to be monitored by your local 
disc drive. What if they leave out the program for Bob Marley, or Iggy Pop, or 
Junior Walker, or Pressgang, or...or what if you’re just tired of watching your 
monitor all day long? 

Please support musicians, not machines.

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The spring release of Bootsauce’s debut LP, The Brown Album has whipped up quite a hubbub. This Montreal- 
based quintet generate a sensory overload through simple dance funk. Ambitious lyrics, ranging in topics from the 
hypocrisy of religion, to politics, racism and sex, create a colorful mosaic. These quipsters deliver an audio barrage 
which has been likened to that of Fishbone and Red Hot Chili Peppers. Granted they are reminiscent of these bands, 
Bootsauce have their own chunk of respectable wow by creating a cultural melting of black and white (equals brown) 
music. They have received attention from CBC’s ‘‘Brave New Waves’’ and gained popularity among college stations. 
Sadly, mainstream stations ranging from Victoria to Sudbury and from San Francisco to Detroit only have the balls to 
air the tame single, ‘‘Play With Me’’. Those who purchase The Brown Album on the basis of what their fave top-forty 
stations play are in for a surprise. ‘‘Play With Me’”’ is no preparation for the grooves of ‘‘Sex Marine’’, a grating 
‘‘Catcher in the Raw’”’ or their gussied cover of Hot Chocolate’s, ‘‘Everyone’s a Winner’’. Even after a long two month 
tour, vocalist Drew Ling, guitarists Pere Fume and Sonny Greenwich, Jr., bassist Baculis ane Rob Kazenel on drums 


were still full of energy. Versatile and outrageous, Bootsauce were a heap of fun.

Pere: No. 

OFFBEAT: You said no. 

Pere: Of course we said no. They of- 
fered us more money. 

Sonny: We didn’t take it. We ended up 
with a better deal. We’ve been starv- 
ing for so long it didn’t matter if we 
starved for another year. There’s no 
point digging a hole for yourself, say, if 
you take a huge advancement. Take 
care. 

OFFBEAT: You have a wie. 

Sonny: Two videos. “Scratching the 
Whole” and “Play With Me’. 

Pere: We gota lot of say in our videos. 
We edited both our videos with Roy 
Pike. We’re doing another one soon. 
Sonny: It’s for ““Let’s Eat Out’’. We’ve 
gota really good story line. You'll love 


it. 

OFFBEAT: Was the Brown Album re- 
corded in Canada? 

Sonny: No, it was recorded in New 
York. We did all the preproduction in 
Canada. I’d like to stress that. 
OFFBEAT:How do you feel about the 
end product? 

Pere: I don’t think anybody’s ever 
completely happy with the record. 
Other people may be... 
OFFBEAT:So, you’re not entirely 
happy with the Brown Album? 

Sonny: No! That’s not what we’re say- 
ing! 

Pere: No! We’re saying that we did the 
best we could and the next one will be 
better. 

OFFBEAT:When can we expect ‘the 
next one’? 

Sonny: We've started writing a bit. We 
don’t have a master plan. We go day 
by day. We’ve already signed with 
Next Plateau. 

OFFBEAT:Next Plateau, that’s the 
American company that put out Salt 
n’Pepa and Sybil? 

Pere: Yes. They only handle a few 
bands so they canspend more time on 


us than a bigger company could. We 
were looking for that kind of attention. 
OFFBEAT:Do you enjoy the atten- 
tion? The perks? Any groupies? 
Sonny: Groupies? We don’t have any 
that I know of. We just play and every- 
thing else just comes along with it. I 
play guitar and have fun. No big deal. 
OFFBEAT How do you feel about play- 
ing live? 

Pere: That’s where we have all our 
fun. The best part of the twenty-four 
hour day is that one hour we play. The 
other twenty-three... 

Sonny: Boring! 

Pere: Nothing else matters. The rest of 
the time you sit in a fucking truck and

eight of us in that motorhome but 
we’ve worked it out pretty well. The 
first week we were on tour in the

OFFBEAT: Are there any Vancouver/ 
Victoria bands you like? 

Sonny: | like Mae Moore. 

Pere: I think Sons of Freedom would

Sonny: I liked Slow. 

OFFBEAT: Have you had any bad ex- 
peniences at gigs? 

Sonny: We played a rock-pig-bar in 
Coquitlam. Male strippers opened for 
us, so needless to say it was nota good 
night for us. 

OFFBEAT:How about good 
expeniences? 

Sonny: In Ottawa, fuck, we had peo- 
ple getting crushed, stage diving...

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YUMMY FUR TASTES GOOD! 
Forget ‘‘underground’’--here come 
sewer-pigmy comics! 


When I was a kid, I lived for comic 
books: lazer-blasting super-heroes, cigar- 
chompin’ war comics, eyeball- oozing 
horror stories. Hell, I even had sexual fan- 
tasies about Supergirl. But at some point 
after my first wet dream, I suddenly real- 
ized that everyone else who read these 
things was a broken- spectacled, drool- 
ing, zit-faced geek, and I was in definite 
danger of joining the ranks ifI didn’t flee 
in terror (and become a record-collector- 
geek instead). So, after a brief flirtation 
with drug-addled throwbacks like the 
Freak Brothers and underground legend 
Robert Crumb (of Keep On Truckin’ 
poster fame), I resolved that I would give 
up the wallet-draining habit altogether. 
Until last week, that is. 

A twisted little piece of panelled litera- 
ture called Yummy Fur has given me 
more genuine belly laughs lately than two 
months’ worth of ““Twin Peaks.”’ And, 
praise be to Peter C. Newman; it’s a Cana- 
dian product, sol can wave my tiny 
Meech Lake memorial flag with pride. 
Forget all the B.S. about a new-and-im- 
proved Batman (Holy Hype, Dark Knight). 
Chester Brown, a weaselly Torontonian 
with a psychotic gleam in his eye, is the 
saviour ofa next-to- puenle medium. It’s 
time that the rest of the world worshipped 
at this great man’s toe-jam. 

How do I begin to describe the master- 
fully twisted tale contained in “Ed the 
Happy Clown” (Vortex Comics, 1989)? 
Imagine one of those really weird dreams 
that mutilate logic altogether - they aren’t 
quite nightmares (in fact, they’re kinda 
fun at the time), but they’re too terrifyingly 
bizarre to tell to your psychiatrist, let alone 
your grandma. Chester Brown’s tale be- 
gins with a series of apparently 
unconnected micro-stories. First, there’s 
Ed, the saddest-sack you’ve ever imag- 
ined, whose daily life is nddled with such 
mishaps as a spontaneously-snapped leg 
and unexpected encounter with pygmies 
plummeting from the sky. Then there’s 
“The Man Who Couldn’t Stop” (shitting, 
that is), and the hilariously banal educa- | 
tional-TV parody, ““Adventures in 
Science.”’ 

But, just when you think this is an in- 
triguingly silly, if rather random, 
collection of Python-esque anecdotes, 
these divergent stories suddenly dovetail 
with the brilliant clarity of the truly para- 
noid. Those razor-toothed pygmies are 
now roaming the sewers, devouring hu- 
man flesh and chanting ‘‘ooga-booga- 
balooga’”’ and, of course, our hero is cap- 
tured by them. A gruesome sex-slaying is 
rerun umpteen times - and by now it’s no 
surprise when both the murderer and vic- 
tim stumble upon the hapless Ed. And, in 
the coup de grace, the head of another di- 
mension’s Ronald Reagan is suddenly 
fused to Ed’s penis. And that’s only the 
beginning...then things get really strange 
and, believe it or not, it’s more fun thana 
really good “Family Circus’”’ strip. 

I might be stretching my underwear to 
label this as Social Commentary, but 
Brown has a bnilliant eye for the frighten- 
ing absurdity that surrounds us everyday. 
Take the media marketing of political 
puppets, add a dash of gun-blasting ho- 
mophobia and bible-toting hysteria, then 
toss in a timely message about waste dis- 
posal (that you’ll never see in a “green”’ 
McDonald’s ad), and you have a nag- 
gingly familiar version of planet Earth, 
taken to the Nth degree. 

Imagine an unholy cross between the 
Twilight Zone, Pink Flamingos and Dis- 
neyland, and you’re in a dimension next- 
door to Chester Brown’s. Unfortunately, 
this soft-cover Ed the Happy Clown col- 

-\ lection dispenses with the excerpts from 
\the Holy Bible which gave yet another ter: 
rifyingly surreal twist to the original 


Now a commercial break from the 
tired, ordinary, mediocre ... 


version’s back pages (Truth is stranger 
than fiction!). And, lamentably, the story is 


cut short before the really sicko stuff con- . 


tained in the (apparently) final four 
episodes. (Brown is now spewing out an 
“autobiographical” Yummy Fur strip.) 

In these times of light-speed video edits 
and sound bites, a 30-character David 
Lynch soap opera like “Twin Peaks’ is 
simply too much effort. So here’s a half- 
hour bathroom read that crams more fun 
and adventure into your addled brain than 
Eraserhead and Blue Velvet all rolled into 
one gooey little ball. Just don’t let 
grandma see it, or you’ll burn in Hell!

Doo, do do, do do, nener nener ne-net...the catch y theme song pours 
from the speakers: a toe-tappin’ surfy little ditty that forces me to jitter 
around the living room. os 

The Kids in the Hall is an SCTV-style comedy show that’s a little on the 
bizarre side...a little different; Much like the band that does the show’s 
theme song - 
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Based out of Toronto, Shadowy Men 
have been together for 5 years now, or 
as they’re fond of saying ‘‘Instrumen- 
tal since ‘85.”’ That’s right... instrumen- 
tal. No lyrics. No vocals. Nada! : 

Their style ranges from quirky, like 
the cover of Run Chicken Run, an old 
Link Wray song, to straight ahead rock 
and roll like “Having an Average 
Weekend,”’ the Kids in the Hall theme. 
Whichever side they show, these 
guys always come off sounding just 
plain FUN. 

In the five years they’ve been to- 
gether, the band has released a 
plethora of 7” singles, all niftily pro- 
duced and packaged on their own in- 
dependent label, Jet Pak. One of the 
singles, Shlaggers, even comes with 
its own game board, instructions, and 
plastic game chips. 

The band just released their first full- 
length album, Savvy Show Stoppers, 
last July. It’s a compilation of all their 
past releases, plus a few newer tunes. 

Last August, I hada chance to talk to 
one of the members of the band after 
their show at Harpo’s. I was so well 
prepared for the phone interview that 
I even remembered to ask his 
name...Brian. Of course I forgot to get 
his last name, and I never did find out 
what he plays... 

OFFBEAT: Are you still doing the 
Kids in the Hall? 

Brian: Yeah, this is their break. 
They’re doing a lot of production junk, 
SO we just decided to hit the road. 
OFFBEAT: Iknow you do the theme 
song, but do you do any other music 
for the show? 


Brian: We do all their music, all 


those little cheesy bits. Plus we do the 
live shows as well. It’s taped in front of 
alive audience - we end up playing for 
about an hour a night. 

OFFBEAT: The theme, ‘Having an 
Average Weekend,” is a pretty old 
tune. How did it come to be used as 
the theme...who approached who? 


Brian: We've known these guys 


(The Kids In The Hall crew) All our 
lives. We went to school with some of 
them, and it was just one of those 
things that evolved over time. When 
they started doing theatre work, we 
started doing music for the theatre, 
and when they got the show, it was 
just implied that we would be doing 
the music. (Laughs) So when they play 
Vegas, we will be there! 

OFFBEAT: You’ve been instrumen- 
tal since ‘85...did you ever have a 
singer before that? 

Brian: No, it started off that way. 
When we first started, we had no in- 
tention of being a band or playing live, 
we were just writing and having 
laughs. It’s always been the under- 
standing that we were going to be an 
instrumental band, and we’re the 
world’s most wretched singers any- 
Way,so... 

OFFBEAT: Why hadn’t you re- 
leased a full length album before? 
Brian: When we started out, we 
wanted to do 7” singles because we 
liked the format - they’re fun, dispos- 
able, jukeboxy...so we went for the 
first couple of years just doing those. 
And now, its next to impossible to get 
singles pressed in Canada, so we just 
decided to do a compilation of every- 
thing we’ve done so far. Actually, 
through Cargo (Records), we’ve 
found that we can get things printed in 
the States. And we’re doing some sin- 
gles with smaller labels in the U.S. 
We've got one on Estrus that’s coming 
out really soon, and another on the 
fabulous K label out of Washington. 
OFFBEAT: I read that one is going 


- to be released ina lunch box? 


Brian: Yeah, it’s an entire 


set...something like 20 bands. Every- 
one gets one side, and it all comesina 
lunch box. That’s the Estrus one. The 
one on K isa single called Music for 
Pets. We do ‘Baby Elephant Walk,” 
and ‘‘The Cat Came Back,” and a cou- 
ple ofanimal songs that we wrote - and 
put can openers, and boxes of Pounce 
and kitty litter in with it. It’s just a little 
something for your household pet. 
OFFBEAT: I’ve seen the video for 
‘Musical Interlude.” Do you have any 
other videos out? | 
Brian: Yeah, we did one for ‘‘The 
Shadowy Countdown,” and it’s the 
same thing (AS ‘“‘Musical Interlude’’). 
They’re both under 60 seconds and 
elegantly but cheesily produced. It’s 
all Super 8 stuff...it started off as a joke 
to see ifanyone would play it... | 
OFFBEAT: And lo & behold, Much 
Music did! 

Brian: Yeah, go figure! 


OFFBEAT: Do you have plans for 


any more videos? 

Brian: Yes. As soon as we get back 
to our Super 8 cameras. 
OFFBEAT: Your videos are all com- 
pletely home produced? ~ 

Brian: Yeah, we shot them, cut 
them, rolled them into a ball and threw 
them out there. 
OFFBEAT: Ok..:here’s a REAL 
question. Considering your songs 
don’t have lyrics, can you say that 
they’re really about certain things? 
Brian: Definitely! 

OFFBEAT: So, do you start with a 
topic idea and then write a song 
around it? 

Brian: In retrospect, yes...(laughs) 
But a lot of the time it’s more emo- 
tional. Sometimes you just wake up 
and you want to do something bleary. 
And other times if we feel we need a 
little bit of a Hispanic number, we’ll 
just go and do that. It’s wide open. 
OFFBEAT: Have The Shadowy Men 
ever played Victoria before? 

Brian: Yeah, we were here in about 
‘86 and played Harpo’s, and we just 
about got lynched. It was one of those 
nights...not a lot of people have seen 
instrumental bands that don’t go into 
the fusion, or the Rush stuff. So a lot of 
people have never seen...just a real 
normal instrumental band. You meeta 
lot of people who just stand there with 
their mouths open going, well, 
where’s the singer? And on the other 
hand, ther’s a lot of people who are 
really passionate and fanatical about 
instrumental music. We’re not a retro 
band or anything like that, we just like 
doing songs with no vocals. | 
OFFBEAT: Sohowhasit been going 
on this tour? Have you been getting 
better reactions? 

Brian: It’s been going really, really 
well. It’s nice because the album is 
ahead of us, so everybody has had a 
chance to hear it and say yes or no. 
OFFBEAT: It’s definitely getting 
alot of play up at CFUV. It just went on 
to the playlist (note: It was number | 


for the month of September, and is" 


currently sitting at number 2). 
Brian: That’s great to hear...and 


right now I’m looking at the world’s © 


most beautiful old Galaxy 500 out the 
window... 

OFFBEAT: Where are you?

Let’s get one thing straight: I’m going to 


recommend this album, but I’m not going 


Norm Tandberg to justify or analyze all the politics on it — 
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there’s stuff some people won’tagree with 
here, but that’s not my problem. I’m not 
culturally ready to understand a lot of this, 
let alone comment onit, so don’t expect an 
essay. That said, what are the politics? 
Well, BDP (basically the one-man band of 
KRS-ONE) has opinions and makes them 
clear; the album addresses such issues as 
racism, African consciousness and police 
violence (two words that really go to- 
gether) in a way that is completely honest 
and direct. Unlike other politicos (Chuck 
D for one), KRS-ONE doesn’t confront you 
by yelling in your face — he persuades you 
through a quiet and actually more forceful 
approach. The message doesn’t get lost in 
a lot of shouting, the voice stays quietly 
calm and he even sounds cheerful at times 
(as when he talks of murdering racist cops 
in 100 Guns’’). Not that this is some ‘‘Don’t 
Worry, Be Happy” junk; the album fea- 
tures several articulately angry spoken 
segments taken from various sources and 
KRS-ONE often goes up against the prob- 
lems faced by blacks in America with 
some sense of rage (repeatedly asking 
‘What the fuck am I supposed to do?” 
when faced with the twin options of pov- 
erty versus dealing drugs in ‘‘Love’s 
Gonna Get’cha’’). 

Musically, we’ve got a minimalist thing 
going here — a couple of tracks suffer for 
lack of anything but beat and words, and 
become too much “‘Education”’ without 
the ‘‘Entertainment.’’ But when he throws 
a little more into the mix, KRS-ONE can 
really get you moving, creating the true 
‘“‘Edutainment’’ blend. He never ap- 
proaches the level of virtuousity that Pub- 
lic Enemy’s layer-heavy jams achieve, but 
he more than holds his own. So, if you dig 
political rap (or rap in general), check this 
out. Anyone who can tie eating meat to a 
government conspiracy (“‘Beef’’) gets my 
vote.

BOURNE AND MACLEOD 
Dance and Celebrate 
Rynde Records 

Sometimes a recording can attract atten- 
tion merely on account of its peculiarity. 
Dance and Celebrate, the debut album by 
ex-Tannahill Weavers members Bill 
Bourne and Alan Macleod, unabashedly 
revels in its own uniqueness. 

This is a hard recording to classify—as 
you might expect when a country-blues 
guitarist teems up with a Scottish rock and 
roll Highland ‘“‘warpiper.’”’
